will make New York the cirst city 
Jn the nation to ban discrimina- 
tion in private housing has re- 
ceived final approval of the Board 
ol Estimate. 


The board, the city's top pol- 


icy-making 
group, 
approved 
the 


bill unanimously yesterday and it 
needs only Mayor Robert Wag- 
ner's signature tu become law. He 
has supported it since' it was in- 
troduced. 


• Effective April 1, the law will 
lorbid 
discrimination 
because of 


race, creed or national origin in 
all private housing except onc- 
and two-family .houses in develop- 
ments of less than 10 units, 


It was the subject of long and 


violent debate, with real estate in- 
terests calling it "vicious , . . jj]. 
advised . , , unenforceable , 
and a complete denial of tradi- 
tional American property rights " 


The final bill is without its orig- 


inal penalty provision,
